I was interested in some of the 160 meter antenna comments. I have 
always been interested in the GAP Voyager vertical. I keep seeing 
good reviews but never seem to hear them. It probably because of the 
cost (about $400). Well I took the plunge. Upon opening the box, it 
is clear that you are paying for the engineering because there isn't a 


whole lot of aluminum. But it has some advantages. It will fit ina 
small apace (note that it does take rope guys), works 160, 80, 40 and 
20. It gives about 75 khz bandwidth on 160 and the entire 80 meter 
band under 1.8:1. This leads me to believe that the antenna is not 
efficient and very lossy. Well after a year my conclusion is that it 
works ok on 80. I get on the air and get good reports and actually am 
competitive in the dx piles. I am not on top but just one of the 
masses. It does work better than my old dipole at 65 feet. On 160 it 
is a dog. It seems to hear better than it transmits. It is 
frustrating to hear an s8 signal and he can not hear you. I make 
contacts and it gets you on the band. I think the inverted L antennas 
or a good vertical with lots of radials will run circles around the 
GAP. I never use it on 40 or 20 because I have yagis on those bands. 
My 3 el 40 meter beam kills it. Signals are usually 10 to 15 db 
better on receive. 


Has anyone else had experience with the GAP Voyager antenna.

Kevin: By all means go get a Boatanchor in need of repair. One of my best 
purchases was an old HQ-100 receiver that I picked up in one of the 
Dominican Republic's very rare swap meets. I knew the receiver was really 
messed up, but it was very rewarding to put it back in action. This radio 
was a good early project for me because of its very simple circuitry. It 
did provide some interesting problems (I would have been diasappointed if 
the repair involved nothing more than changing tubes!) I had to replace an 
IF transformer and the audio transformer. The capacitor in the power supply 
had to be replaced. Out went the long defunct clock (I have it if anyone 
wants it!) - replaced with a piece of aluminum scrounged from the junk box. 
A fellow ham in cyberspace contributed a 455 kc crystal to turn the crystal 
calibrator into a BFO. It was a real thrill to bring that radio back to 
life. It is now one of my favorite radios!

That transmitter 
ran for 8 hours with no air on the tubes. They were pushed a little hard 
anyway with 3825 volts on the plates, running close to white-hot. When I

Just to follow up on a previous subject - Thanks to Hank & George for their 
input on the matter. Yes, it appears that the LS-1 from RME is pretty 
much the same as the Lamb Silencer, except Lamb used full wave rectification. 


I have been looking mostly at the Feb. and April issues of QST at 
articles by Jim Lamb (W1AL). It looks like it is nothing more than a really 
fast attack/decay AGC applied to a suppressor grid. It would appear to be 
somewhat automatic in its threshold if the AGC is on in the AM mode. 

I have yet to compare it to today's modern blanker circuits. In reading 
Lamb's discussions and also from correspondence I have had with Ulrich 
Rhode, I see why today's blankers have one BAD problem - garbage from 
strong off frequency signals. That is that the circuit is ahead of the 
narrow IF filter since filter ringing would render the blanker more or 
less useless. Being ahead of the filter, it responds to adjacent channel 
garbage. 


I would like to hear from anyone having either the SX-28, RME-69, or 
other receiver that uses the Lamb type silencer as to how well it works.

Heath, bless'em, solved this problem for once and for all as far as I'm 
concerned, in the alignment of the Mohawk, which also has a 50 KC IF. 


Here is their solution to the problem: 

Turn on the BFO. 

Through a gimick, loosely couple the BFO signal to the 50Kc IF stage. 
Using a frequency counter, set the BFO to 50.75 Kc. 

Do the peaking and tweaking called for in the IF alignment instructions. 
When you are done with the IF, reset the BFO frequency back to 50 Kc. 

It's just that simple and the procedure actually works. I've used this 
"trick" to adjust the IFs on my Mohawk (where I learned it), on an SX-100, 
and on an SX-115. Haven't had a bit of trouble.
